No, 70 -Pres./ 52 . — The President has been pleased to 
award the President’s Police and Fire Services Medal 
lor gallantry to the undermentioned officer of the 
Patiala and East Punjab States Union. 

Name .of the Officer and rank. — Shri Durga Dass, 
Foot Constable, No. 365 (Deceased). 

Statement of services for which the decoration has 
been awarded .■ — On 2nd December 1951. Foot Constable 
Girdhari Lai No. 625 and Foot Constable Durga Dass 
No 365 were accompanying the Samana-Narwana 
lorry No. P. U 520. At about S-45 p.m. the lorry was 
ambushed by dacoits at the crossing of Narwana- 
Patron Kacha road on the Bhakra main line. The 
dacoits fired a volley at the lorry from a nearby ditch. 
One of the bullets hit the right front wheel of the 
vehicle, which was punctured and the lorry had to 
come to a stop. Foot Constable Durga Dass, who was 
sitting on the front seat, maintained his presence of 
mind and fired at a dacoit, who was visible from be 
hind the ditch. This dacoit was about to reload his 
gun, when Foot Constable Durga Dass jumped out of 
the lorry and grappled with him While struggling 
with the dacoit the Foot Constable shouted for help. 
The over-powered dacoit also shouted for help from 
his associates while Foot Constable Durga Dass did 
not receive any help either from the passengers or the 
other Foot Constable, prompt response came from the 
dacoits. One of the dacoits, clad in the uniform of a 
Sub-Inspector of Police, went forward and fired a shot 
at the other Foot Constable (Girdhari Lai) who was 
In the rear of the lorry. He then fired at Foot 
Constable Durga Dass who was still struggling with 
the dacoits. Foot Constable Durga Dass died as a 
result of this and the dacoits managed to rescue their 
companion from his grip. The dacoits also fired at 
the lorry indiscriminately, killing Girdhari Lai, the 
other Constable and wounding some of the passengers, 
two of whom died later on. 

Foot Constable Durga Dass displayed exemplary 
courage, presence of mind and devotion to duty of a 
very high order in the encounter with the dacoits.

Subject: — Import of Developing Ink falling under 
Serial No. 123 Part IV of the Import Trade 
Control Schedule. 

No. 128 -ITC(P.N.)/ 52 , — Attention of the Importers 
is invited to entries against Serial No. 123 Part IV In 
column 6. of appendix ‘A’ of the Red Book relating to 
import policy for July-December 1952, according to 
which licences issued for this item were to be valid 
for the import of the following three kinds of inks 
only : — 

(1) Newsprinting Ink. 

("2) Off-set ink; and 

13 ) Photogravure ink, 


2. It has since been decided to allow the import of 
‘Developing ink’ also against licences issued during 
the current period under Serial No. 123 Part IV of 
Import Trade Control Schedule. Clearance of consign- 
ments of developing ink will, therefore, be allowed 
against such licences without any amendment to this 
effect being made in them. 

Subject; — Licensing Policy regarding Ring Frames, 
Spare parts of R ing Y Frames as well as 
Spindles, rings, fluted rollers and tin rollers, 

No. I 29 -ITC(P.N.) / 52 . — A reference is Invited to 
Chapter II of the Plant and Machinery Handbook of 
1952 as well as the Commerce and Industry Ministry 
Public Notice No. 01TTC(P.N.)/62. dated the 10th 
•Tune 1952, regarding the licensing policy for the items 
mentioned above. Licences for the period July- 
December 1952, will be granted in the manner indicat- 
ed below: — 

I. Ring Frames — 

(i) Ring frames having more than 7" lift will be 
licensed both for the expansion of the spinn- 
ing capacity of the existing mills or for new 
mills as approved under the post-war expan- 
sion scheme as well as for replacement pur- 
poses. 

Note. — Ring frames of 71" lift will be treated as 
equivalent to 7" lift for purposes of import 
licensing. 

(ii) Ring Frames having lift of 7" or less than 7 ". 

No import licences will be granted. 

II. Spare Parts of Ring Frames — 

(i) Rings. 

Applicants will have to satisfy the licensing 
authority that for every two rings they wish 
to import, firm orders have been placed for 
three rings on indigenous manufacturers. 

(ii) Spindles. 

(a) For use in Ring Frames having more than 7 " 
lift. 

Spindles required for use In Ring Frames having 
more than 7" lift will be licensed only to 
Actual Users. 

(b) For use in Ring Frames having 7" or less than 
7" Uft. 

No import licences will be granted. 

(iii) Fluted Rollers. 

No import licences will be granted. 

(iv) Tin Rollers. 

No import licence will be granted, 

(v) Other spare parts of Ring Frames. 

Licences will be granted both to Actual Users and 
Established Importers in accordance with the 
Capital Goods licensing procedure on the 
recommendations of the Textile Advisory Com- 
mittee No. 3.

Controller of Imports, Bombay, by the 22nd December 
1052. 

Subject:— Import of Tractor tyres and tubes from the 
dollar area against licences issued for Giant 
tyres and tubes. 

No. 130-ITC(P,N.)/52. — It la notified for general 
Information that Tractor tyres and tubes, other than 
those specified in Appendix ‘L’ to the ‘Red Book’ for 
the period July-December. 1052 can be imported from 
dollar area against licences issued for the import of 
Giant tyres and tubes falling under Serial No, 41 of 
Part V of the Import Trade Control Schedule, 

2. Importers need not present their licences for 
amendment. Licence issued for Giant tyres and 
tubes from dollar area will be deemed to be valid for 
import of tractor tyres and tubes, other than those 
mentioned in Appendix ‘L’ to the Red Book. 

Subject: — Import of Scientific & Surgical Instru- 
ments made af rubber and made of glass 
falling under serial Nos. 93 and 94 of Part 
V of the Import Trade Control Schedule. 


The net expenditure for the year excluding the 
amount held under "suspense” and the amounts paid 
as contributions to the various funds aggregating 
Rs. 58-80 lakhs, amounted to Rs. 87-14 lakhs as against 
Rs. 76-14 lakhs in the previous year. 

The actual working expenses during the year thus 
amounted to 60-00 per cent, of the income compared 
with 58-60 per cent, in the previous year, 

The balances in the various reserve funds of the 
Port Trust at the end of the year were within the 
maximum limits fixed by Government and were 
satisfactory. 

(2) Traffic . — The total tonnage of imports and exports 
which passed through the port during the year was 
imports 1,854,682 and exports 300,138 as against 
1,925,152 and 248,976 respectively in the previous year. 
The trade as a whole thus showed a small decrease 
during the year. 

The tonnage of foodgrains imported through the Port 
during the year was 489,028 as against 478,981 of the 
previous year and is the highest reached so far. 


No. 131-ITC(P.N,)/52. — It is notified for general 
information that the existing entries in column 2 
against Serial Nos, 93 and 94 (f) of part V of the Im- 
port Trade Control Schedule published in the Ministry

It has 
consequently been decided that the licences granted 
for goods falling under Serial No. 25 of Part I will 
not be valid for the import of Brass Headed Nails, 
Imports of which in previous years will not conse- 
quently be taken into account when calculating the 
quota for this item The Public Notice referred to 
above stands modified accordingly.

RESOLUTION 

Ports 

New Delhi, the 25 th November 1952 
No. 13-PI ( 90 ) /52 . — The Government of India have 
received the Administration Report of the Port of 
Madras for the year 1951-52. The following are the 
noteworthy features of the Report: 

(1) Financial results .— The revenue receipts of the 
Port Trust for the year under review were Rs. 1,36'U3 
lakhs as against Rs. 1,20-94 lakhs in the previous year 
or an increase of Rs. 15 09 lakhs. 


The tonnage of coal imported by sea during the 
year was 274,047 compared with 409,719 in the previous 
year. The tonnage of coal imported by rail was 347 
only as against 989 of the previous year. 

The increase in exports was mainly due to larger 
exports of ores and tobacco viz., 99,801 tons and 24,386 
tons as compared to 20,463 tons and 8,139 tons during 
1950-51. The export of ores was the highest since 
1946-47. 

(3) Value of trade .— The value of the total trade of 
the Port during the year was of the order of 
Rs. 17,827-46 lakhs or an Increase of about Rs, 3,255-31 
lakhs compared with the previous year. These figures 
are inclusive of imports of foodgrains by the Govern- 
ment. 

(4) Shipping . — The number of vessels that entered 
the harbour during the year was 1,091 against 1,048 in 
the previous year but the total tonnage decreased from 
3,734,341 to 3,626,246. The average tonnage of each 
vessel decreased from 3745-94 to 3704-44.

Shri G. P. Alexander, the Chairman aqd Port 
Engineer, proceeded on leave preparatory to retire- 
ment from the 1st September, 1951, and was succeed- 
ed as Chairman by Shri G. Venkateswara Ayyar, I.C.S., 
previously Administrative Officer. Cochin Harbour. 
Shri S. Nagabhushanam, Executive Engineer, was 
promoted Port Engineer (now designated Chief En- 
gineer) as from the 1st September, 1951.
